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PREFACE 


With this volume, the publication of the series of Cuneiform Texts is resumed 
after the unavoidable delay of more than a quarter of a century, which was due 
to the preoccupation of the small staff of the Department of Western Asiatic 
Antiquities with other publications. It is now hoped to continue the series as 
before, thereby making available at modest cost to scholars further selections of 
important material, which the Department’s staff are able to bring to light in 
the process of cataloguing the Museum’s collection of Babylonian tablets. These 
collections were mainly acquired at the end of the last century from dealers of 
antiquities. Details of the provenance of the tablets in the present volume are 


therefore, unfortunately, mostly unknown. 


The present volume, mostly consisting of Sumerian, and occasionally 


bilingual, religious texts, is the work of Dr. H. H. Figulla.
